Caught in his own fishing line, five-year-old George 
Eugene Miller, son of Mr. and Mrs. George J. Miller, Bon­ 
neauville, drowned in the Bonneauville fire dam Tuesday eve­ 
ning.

Line Wrapped Around Leg

bor boy, went to the dam to test an inflated innertube which 
had just been repaired.

As 
he drew the boat out of the 
water the fish line attached 
drew’ one foot of the victim 
above the surface.

NEW HUNGARIAN 
LAW LIMITS JEWS 
IN BUSINESSES 


Budapest, May 3 (A P)—Legisla­ 
tion limiting participation by Jews 
in businesses and professions was 
adopted in final form today by the 
H ungarian parliam ent. 
The law was passed by a rising 
vote of the lower house. There was 
no vote, the clerk m erely announced 
th at the house had enacted one of 
Europe's 
sweeping 
laws 
for 
the 
control of Jew ish activities “by a 
large m ajority.” 
Only 
the 
signatures 
of 
the 
premier, who returned from discus­ 
sions 
with 
G erm an 
officials 
in 
Berlin, and Adm iral Nicholas Hor- 
thy, the regent, were required to 
give the law effect. 
Broadly speaking, the participa­ 
tion by Jews in businesses and pro­ 
fessions was lim ited to six to 1 2 per 
cent of the total num ber of persons 
engaged in the various callings. 
Some occupations were closed en­ 
tirely to Jews. None is to be allow­ 
ed in public or governm ent service. 
Jews may hold no leading positions 
in journalism , the th eater or the 
movies. 
Farm land In excess of a 
half 
acre 
owned 
by 
Jew s may 
be appropriated by the state with 
compensation. 
Jews may vote only for a list of 
Jewish candidates, and the Jewish 
members of parliam ent m ay not ex­ 
ceed six per cent, of the total m em ­ 
bership. 
The legislation probably will af­ 
fect upward of 750,000 H ungarian 
Jews, but the num ber could not be 
stated precisely because of last- 
m inute changes in the definition of I 
who is to be regarded as a Jew. 
(The estim ated H ungarian popula­ 
tion is 10,030,500.) 
Exempted from the operation of 
the law are all Jews whose forebears 
have been H ungarians since 1848 
and who professed the C hristian re­ 
ligion in 1919 or before. The liberal­ 
ization of the definition was d e - ! 
mended by the m ore tolerant upper 
house. 
Parliam ent sought to avoid undue j 
suffering and economic dislocation 
by providing th a t the law' be put 
into effect in stages over a five year 
period.
